4. Applicants have cancelled claims 11-12, and amended claims 1-10, 134-21 to 
limit the scope of the invention to elected Group I. Therefore, the claims under 
consideration are the claims 1-10,13-21 which are renumbered as claims 1-19 
respectively. 

5. Applicants' above stated cancellation of claims, amendments to claims together 
with their remarks and arguments have been reviewed and found persuacive. 
Therefore, the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 paragraph second are now 
withdrawn. 

6. Applicants' amendments to claims 1-10, 13-21 have deleted the compounds of
